Keeping a promise 

Surgeon-turned-developer has a philanthropic spirit

Prem Singhmar made a 
bold declaration to go in¬ 
to business and stay there 
and more than two 
decades on, the doctor- 
turned-businessman- 
turned-philanthropist has 
kept his promise alive. 

Singhmar is among thou¬ 
sands of immigrants who 
call Edmonton home and 
work for its betterment. 

He came here from a 
small village in Punjab, In¬ 
dia, in 1985 and has been 


living a Canadian dream 
ever since and loves it 
here. 

“It’s a very good commu¬ 
nity-oriented city,” Singh¬ 
mar said of Edmonton. 

“People are very kind, 
people are very generous.” 

The former eye surgeon 
said he abandoned his field 
for business because it 
would have taken him long 
to be reaccredited as a doc¬ 
tor here in Canada. 

The Sherwood Park 
man’s entrepreneurial spir¬ 
it has propelled him into a 
successful developer of ho¬ 
tels and commercial prop¬ 
erty around Alberta, and 
he owns the Coast Edmon¬ 
ton East Hotel. 


But with the gloomy 
economy, he said, the 
number of occupants in his 
hotel has gone down and 
houses he earmarked for 
sale have not been bought. 

To outlive the bad eco¬ 
nomic news, he said, you 
either have to spend more 
or you have to tighten your 
belt. He opted for the lat¬ 
ter. 

Singhmar said he and his 
family owe their success to 
the community and are 
“obliged to give back.” 

The prominent business¬ 
man and his family have 
embarked on some of the 
most philanthropic pro¬ 
grams in the city. 

The Singhmars have do¬ 


nated $1.2 million to the 
Alberta Art Gallery and 
$1.5 million to the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta’s faculty of 
arts to fund a senior chair 
dedicated to the study of 
ancient India. 

However, their altruistic 
contributions to the com¬ 
munity have not gone un¬ 
noticed. 

Singhmar and his wife, 
Saroj, have been awarded 
the Alberta Centennial 
Medal. 

Singhmar is also a proud 
recipient of the Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth II Golden Jubilee 
Medal given to him in 
recognition for outstand¬ 
ing contributions to the 
community.

Largest N.A. art and design festival 'getting bigger every year/ say organizers

The city’s core is awash in 
multi-coloured paint, 
splattered on canvas and 
creations by an army of 
city artists, who are giving 
Edmonton The Works. 

Hundreds milled 

through a maze of tents at 
Churchill Square as live 
music filled the air yester¬ 
day, which didn’t surprise 
festival volunteers, hav¬ 
ing welcomed thousands 
wandering through the 
festival over the weekend. 

“It’s getting bigger every 
year,” said The Works 
spokesman Glyn Evan-Per- 
cy, adding attendance is 
expected to increase by 
about 10 per cent over last 
year. “There’s literally 
something for everyone, 
every day.” 

Stormclouds overhead 
weren’t enough to keep 
art enthusiasts away yes¬ 
terday afternoon, where 
organizers incorporated 
traditional arts, activities, 


and culture into the festi¬ 
val for National Aborigi¬ 
nal Day. 

“We’ve got powwow, 


speakers, and a lot of 
components centred 
around aboriginal tradi¬ 
tions,” Evan-Percy said. 


The festival runs until 
Canada Day, with work¬ 
shops, food vendors, live 
performances and fea-

tured works from more 
than 400 local artists. 

The Works is the largest 
art and design festival in 
North America. Sites are 
spread over 30 locations 
across Edmonton, most 
operating at no cost to the 
public. 

“It’s a great way for 
artists like me to come 
out and get some expo¬ 
sure and for people to see 
my work,” said burgeon¬ 
ing artist and festival 
newcomer Rhianne Ire¬ 
land. 

Most pieces featured are 
available for purchase, 
prices ranging from a few 
dollars to thousands. 

“The market isn’t really 
geared toward people 
buying art right now,” Ire¬ 
land said. “I get so much 
more than money in re¬ 
turn — it’s worth it.” 


Man faces charges in abduction of disabled teen

A man suspected of ab¬ 
ducting a 16-year-old girl at 
gunpoint from a park over 
the weekend is in police 
custody, facing a long list 
of charges. 

Tactical units surround¬ 
ed a home at 34 Avenue 
and 58 Street around 11 


p.m. Saturday. The suspect, 
25-year-old Kyle Bowler, 
quickly surrendered and 
was placed under arrest. 

An Amber Alert was sent 
out Saturday afternoon, af¬ 
ter police learned a dis¬ 
abled teenager was abduct¬ 
ed from Weinlos Park, 
where she was hanging 
out with friends after a Fri¬ 
day night party. 

The shaken teen ap¬ 


peared on the doorstep of 
a home six 
blocks from 
the park she 
was 

snatched 
from, about 
a half hour 
after the 
alert was is¬ 
sued. 

She was taken to hospi¬ 
tal for evaluation. 


The search for the sus¬ 
pect continued through 
the day, until he was locat¬ 
ed at the Mill Woods home 
later that night. 

Bowler was taken into 
custody on 15 outstanding 
warrants. 

Child Protection officers 
are heading the abduction 
investigation, and charges 
in connection are expected 
in the next coming days.

Same-sex marriage: 
Where are we now? 


A look at how legal status impacts personal lives

It has been four years 
since same-sex marriage 
was made legal across 
Canada and six years since 
it was legalized in Ontario 
and British Columbia. The 
battle to pass Bill C-38 was 
a triumph for Canada’s gay 
population, but how many 
people are actually tying 
the knot? And for those 
who have, how has legal 
status impacted their 
lives? 

Chris Higgins, 54, mar¬ 
ried her partner Chris 
Phibbs, 50, at a Gay Pride 
Eve party they threw at 
their Toronto home in 
2005. 

“I needed to confirm our 
relationship officially with 
my friends and family,” 
she says. The couple’s fam¬ 
ily includes a son they 
adopted in 1995. 

“All steps taken in the in¬ 


terest of equality are im¬ 
portant. Gay marriage ce¬ 
mented the right to be 
equal in the eyes of the law 
in all aspects of our lives,” 
she notes. 

For some people the 
right to many is a partial 
victory. Clayton Chrusch, 
33, a computer program¬ 
mer, wed Michael Reid, 32, 
a university astronomy in¬ 
structor, at a B&B in Dun- 
das, Ont., in October 2003. 
Shortly after the wedding, 
they moved to Hawaii 
where Reid had been of¬ 
fered a job. 

Their marriage wasn’t 
recognized in the United 
States, though, and Chr¬ 
usch’s status was that of a 
tourist with no health care 
or job prospects. In 18 
months they were back in 
Canada. 

“Same-sex marriage in 
Canada is no guarantee 
that gay people can live 
their lives without unjust 
restrictions,” says Chrusch. 

The 2006 census counted 
7,500 same-sex married 
couples. 

However, there was con¬ 
cern about the wording on 


the form that requested 
same-sex couples mark an 
“other” box rather than 
the “married” box. 

Egale Canada, an advo¬ 
cate group for gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgen- 
dered rights, stated many 
of its members had chosen 
not to complete the census 
in protest. 

Canadians for Equal Mar¬ 
riage, a now defunct advo¬ 
cacy organization, report¬ 
ed there had been 12,438 
same-sex marriage licences 
issued in Canada between 
2003-2005, based on its 
own research of municipal 
records. Toronto’s city hall 
confirmed 5,603 same-sex 
marriage licences have 
been issued since 2003. 
Some of those went to non¬ 
residents. 

Matthew Brozyna, with 
Hudson Nuptials, a same- 
sex wedding planning 
company in Toronto, says, 
“Most of our clientele is 
American or from over¬ 
seas. They want to get mar¬ 
ried where it is legal, even 
though it doesn’t often 
transfer to where they 
live.”

Protesters urged to continue 


Iranian opposition leader 
Mirhossein Mousavi urged 
supporters yesterday to 
continue protests over a 
disputed presidential elec¬ 
tion, in a direct challenge 
to the leadership of the Is¬ 
lamic Republic. 

Mousavi also issued an 
oblique appeal to the secu¬ 
rity forces to show re¬ 
straint in handling demon¬ 
strations — a move likely 
to be viewed with suspi¬ 
cion by a conservative lead¬ 
ership that has vowed to 
use force wherever neces¬ 
sary to quell opposition. 

“Protesting against lies 
and fraud (in the election) 
is your right,” Mousavi said 


U.S. concern 

• U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma expressed continued 
concern about violence and 
“unjust actions" taken 
against Iranian demonstra¬ 
tors yesterday during a 
meeting with his advisers. 

in a statement on his web¬ 
site. “In your protests, con¬ 
tinue to show restraint. I 
am expecting armed forces 
to avoid irreversible dam¬ 
age.” 

Iran state television said 
10 people were killed and 
more than 100 others in¬ 
jured in protests in Tehran 


on Saturday held in defi¬ 
ance of a warning from 
Supreme Leader Ayatollah 
Ali Khamenei. A separate 
report put the number of 
deaths at 13. 

Mousavi said on Satur¬ 
day he was not questioning 
the fundaments of the Is¬ 
lamic Republic but sought 
to renew it and purge it of 
what he called deceit and 
lies. 

The dispute over the 
June 12 election that re¬ 
turned to power hardline 
anti-Western President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad 
has sparked the most vio¬ 
lent unrest since the Islam¬ 
ic Revolution. reuters

Most gay people choose 
to spend the parade period 
engaging in other crucial 
social planning issues;

I have to admit, I never 
imagined myself saying to 
my child, “You’re not go¬ 
ing anywhere in just a 
leather mini skirt and 
black bra, missy.

And, Liz and I? 

Our way of honouring 
what Gay Pride has 
achieved is to behave in a 
way that would have been 
unthinkable in previous 
decades ... just like any 
other middle age, married 
couple. If gay men and 
women before us fought 
for anything, it was for be¬ 
ing gay simply not to mat¬ 
ter. 

So, come parade day, my 
wife and I will raise a cold 
beer in gratitude to those 
who made our wonderful, 
normal life and love possi¬ 
ble.

I n Transit 


Ah the suburbs ... it some¬ 
times feels like Edmonton 
is nothing more than an 
endless collection of them. 

Admittedly, Edmonton 
does have its more urban 
landscapes such as Whyte 
Avenue, Alberta Avenue or 
124th Street. But particu¬ 
larly in the last 50 or so 
years, Edmonton’s expan¬ 
sion and development has 
been mainly focused on 
creating new, ever-sprawl¬ 
ing and generally low-den¬ 
sity suburbs. 

In the 1950s and 1960s, 
issues such as peak oil and 
climate change were pret¬ 


ty much unheard of and 
suburbs developed prima¬ 
rily as residential neigh¬ 
bourhoods, while the so- 
called “main streets” that 
characterized the more ur¬ 
ban neighbourhoods disap¬ 
peared, as people opted to 
commute to their work, 
shopping and leisure. 

And the preferred mode 
of transportation for the 
suburbanites, of course, re¬ 
mained private automo¬ 
biles. 

Today, in spite of our nu¬ 
merous advances, it some¬ 
times feels like little has 
changed — the city contin¬ 
ues to sprawl outwards, 
and the vast majority of 
commutes are made in 
cars. 

But that might finally be 
changing. 

Planning is now under¬ 
way for the Heritage Valley 
Town Centre — Edmon¬ 
ton’s first major suburban

transit-oriented develop¬ 
ment. 

OK, so maybe this devel¬ 
opment, located in the far 
south-west quadrant of the 
city near 127th Street SW 
and 28th Avenue SW, is 
not exactly the antithesis 
of urban sprawl, but with a 
good mix of higher density 
housing, shops, offices as 
well as a possible post-sec¬ 
ondary campus and hospi¬ 
tal, this is not exactly your 
typical suburb either. 

The Town Centre devel¬ 


opment is expected to be 
centred on a future LRT 
station; to be developed 
when the current south 
line expands beyond 23rd 
Avenue. 

Also planned is a “main 
street,” which has been 
compared to downtown’s 
104th Street by Tim Broclc- 
elsby, a senior planner 
with the city. 

This is part of an overall 
shift towards making com¬ 
munities less car-focused 
and more self-sustaining, 
including more localized 
activities and better access 
to transit, to help reduce 
car-dependence. 

Developers hope to have 
a public hearing on the de¬ 
velopment at city council 
by the end of the summer.

activity is stirring in a po¬ 
lar region where a thaw 
may allow oil and gas ex¬ 
ploration or new shipping 
routes. 

The six nations around 
the Arctic Ocean are prom¬ 
ising to co-operate on chal¬ 
lenges such as overseeing 
new fishing grounds or 
shipping routes in an area 
that has been too remote, 
cold and dark to be of any 
recent interest. But global 
warming is spurring long- 
irrelevant disputes, such as 
a Russian-Danish standoff 
over who owns the seabed 
under the North Pole or 
how far Canada controls 
the Northwest Passage that 


the United States calls an 
international waterway. 

“The Arctic area would 
be of interest in 50 or 100 
years — not now,” said 
Lars Kullerud, president of 
the University of the Arc¬ 
tic. “It’s hype to talk of a 
Cold War.” 

Still, in February, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
criticized Russia’s “increas¬ 
ingly aggressive” actions 
after a bomber flew close 
to Canada. And Russia, 
which is reasserting itself, 
sent a nuclear submarine 
in 2008 across the Arctic 
under the ice to the Pacific. 

Norway recently pur¬ 
chased 48 Lockheed Martin 
F-35 jets for “exploration” 
and the U.S. is believed to 
be investing in “quieter” 
submarines. reuters

e were re¬ 
cently visit¬ 
ing with a 
friend who 
said she re¬ 
ally wanted to be a respon¬ 
sible environmentalist, but 
found it difficult to know 
what to believe. The prob¬ 


lem for her, as for all of us, 
is that she is constantly 
bombarded with conflict¬ 
ing information or “twists” 
on information and is look¬ 
ing for some kind of clear¬ 
ing house for the “truth”. 

The problem we find is 
not that there are all sorts 
of individuals and organiza¬ 
tions that will tell you the 
Truth as they see it. 

One of the greatest 
strengths of our society is 
that eveiyone can have a 
voice, and share an opin¬ 
ion. With that comes the 
problem that eveiyone is 
sharing an opinion, too of¬ 
ten disguised as fact. It’s a 
particular problem in the 


online age where informa¬ 
tion is disseminated long 
before it is vetted. 

We had thought to write 
an article on environmen¬ 
tal myths this week. Many 
industry groups and envi¬ 
ronmental organizations 
dedicate web space to de¬ 
bunking the “myths” per¬ 
petuated by other groups. 


What is striking is how 
often two rival camps will 
cite the same studies and 
authorities, but select those 
elements that support their 
respective world views. 

For example, a major 
business organization de¬ 
bunks the myth that we 
face a crisis in global defor¬ 
estation, citing a UN report 


that forest cover is increas¬ 
ing in the U.S. and Europe 
and that 73 per cent of 
tropical rainforests (at the 
time of the study) re¬ 
mained intact. An environ¬ 
mental organization cites 
the same report, but em¬ 
phasizes the sections detail¬ 
ing the rate of rainforest 
loss and the change in for¬ 
est habitat in areas of re¬ 
growth. 

So, who’s right? Who do 
we listen to? In answer to 
both questions, eveiyone 
and no one. It would be eas¬ 
ier to have a single authori¬ 
ty we could trust to distill 
the information and give 
us an answer to the ques¬ 


tions “Nuclear or Coal? 
Cloth or Disposable? Or¬ 
ganic or Conventional? 
Ginger or MaiyAnn?” How¬ 
ever, we have seen how 
well the single voice of 
truth has played out in 
some countries. So the 
onus is on all of us to trust 
no single source of infor¬ 
mation, but to read many 
sources representing differ¬ 
ent views. Most will convey 
some part of the truth, few 
will convey it all. But don’t 
take our word for it, read 
someone else.

Chemical ban takes aim at rubber duckies 


toys Six common man¬ 
made chemicals will be 
banned in soft vinyl toys 
and lead limits will be low¬ 
ered under proposed regula¬ 
tions announced by Ottawa. 

The regulations are a 
measure “to help ensure 
that products intended for 
children are safe,” said 
Health Minister Leona 
Aglukkaq in a press re¬ 
lease. 

“This not only catches us 
up with the U.S. and Eu¬ 
rope, it’s somewhat bet¬ 
ter than their regula¬ 
tions,” said Rick ^ 
Smith, executive di- 
rector of Environ¬ 
mental Defence. 

Without new rules, 
Canada risked becom¬ 
ing a dumping 
ground for toxic toys j) 
that were illegal to 
sell in other markets, 
said Smith. 

Is this the death 


knell for the iconic rubber 
duck, the symbol of toxic 
toys? 

“Not at all,” said Smith. 
“It’s the rebirth of the rub¬ 
ber duck.” A phthalate-fr ee 
ducky is already available. 

The government also 
proposed lowering lead 
limits in a range of con¬ 
sumer products, including 
young children’s play¬ 
things, teethers, baby bot¬ 
tle nipples as well as 
mouthpieces worn in 
sports and used with 
musical instru- 
ments. 

t The new limit, 

90 milligrams of 
lead per kilo¬ 
gram, is 
among the 
strictest in 
the world, 
according 
to Health 
Canada.

the nervous system. 

In recent years, phtha¬ 
lates, which are man-made 
chemicals, have come un¬ 
der fire as studies have 
linked them to a range of 
developmental concerns 
and reproductive prob¬ 
lems, especially in boys. 

Inside the body, phtha¬ 
lates mimic natural hor¬ 
mones, throwing off nor¬ 
mal development. Studies 
have shown that the body 
is sensitive to these hor¬ 
mone disruptors even in 
small doses. 

Science has also shown 
that exposure in early life 


can have health conse¬ 
quences in adult life, in¬ 
cluding increased risk of 
breast cancer, explained 
Smith. 

In the U.S., the phthalate 
ban in kids’ toys became 
law last year, while in the 
European Union it dates 
back to 1999. 

In response to Health 
Canada’s proposal, the 
American Chemistry Coun¬ 
cil, representing manufac¬ 
turers of the chemical, is¬ 
sued a statement yesterday 
that there was no scientific 
basis to believe that re¬ 
stricting phthalates would 
improve health or protect 
children. 

The proposed regula¬ 
tions now enter a 75-day 
comment period. After 
that, modifications might 
be made before the propos¬ 
als are submitted for final 
approval.

Nortel says it will sell 
advanced wireless unit 


Telecom equipment mak¬ 
er Nortel Networks said 
on Friday that it will sell 
its advanced wireless 
technology business to 
Nokia Siemens Networks 
for $734 million and that 
it was making progress in 
talks to sell its other busi¬ 
nesses. 

Nortel, once the largest 
North American maker of 
telecommunications gear, 
collapsed into bankruptcy 
in January, blaming the 
economic crisis for derail¬ 
ing a turnaround effort that 
began in 2005. 

Nokia Siemens, a joint 
venture of Nokia and 
Siemens, had made an un¬ 
solicited offer for parts of 
Nortel’s carrier network 
group, but the price and 
scope of a deal had been

unclear. 

The telecom equipment 
industry is consolidating 
and leaving only a few glob¬ 
al players — market leader 
Ericsson, Huawei, Nokia 
Siemens and Alcatel-Lu¬ 
cent. 

The deal will allow Nokia 
Siemens to expand its pres¬ 
ence in North America and 
make it a leading supplier 
of wireless infrastructure 


products in the region, it 
said in a separate statement 
announcing the deal. 

The transaction includes 
Nortel’s CDMA business 
and LTE assets. CDMA is the 
technology that lost the 
battle for global dominance 
but still has a strong posi¬ 
tion in some markets, in¬ 
cluding North America. 
Nortel has a roughly 30 per 
cent share of the global CD¬ 
MA market. 

LTE is a new high-speed 
wireless technology that is 
intended to replace current 
mobile networks. LTE net¬ 
works are slated to be de¬ 
ployed in the coming years 
by large wireless carriers 
including Vodafone Group 
Pic. and Verizon Communi¬ 
cations Inc.

Barnes, Glover tied after three rounds; Weir six strokes back 


Ricky Barnes and Lucas 
Glover held a share of the 
lead after one hole in the 
U.S. Open final round yes¬ 
terday as the weather-de¬ 
layed tournament spilled 
over into a fifth day.

INGREDIENTS: 

11/4 cups (300 ml) long- 
grain rice 

Salt and black pepper 

1 lb (450 g) sliced turkey 
breast 

2 tbsp (25 ml) red pesto 
sauce 

4 slices Parma ham 
12 large fresh sage leaves 
Canola oil for greasing 
8 cherry tomatoes 
2 lemons 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat grill to high and 
put kettle of water on to 
boil. 

2. Put rice into pot and 
add salt and 2 1/2 cups 
(625 ml) boiling water. Stir 
to separate grains, cover 
and simmer 10 minutes. 
Remove from heat and let 
stand, covered, 5 minutes. 

3. Meanwhile, rinse and 
dry sage leaves. Place 
turkey slices between two 
sheets of plastic wrap and 
pound with rolling pin un¬ 
til about 1/2 in. (1 cm) 
thick. Spread pesto over 
one side of each turkey 
slice, cover with slice of 
ham, and lay sage leaf on 
top, then season with pep¬ 


per. 

4. Roll up each piece of 
turkey and ham from long 
side. With very sharp 
knife, cut rolls into pieces 
about 1 in. (2.5 cm) long. 

5. Holding each piece firm¬ 
ly to prevent unrolling, di¬ 
vide rolls among 4 
skewers, carefully insert¬ 
ing skewers through sides. 

6. Lightly oil baking tray, 
lay brochettes on top and 
broil 5-6 minutes per side, 
or until rolls are golden 
and turkey juices are no 
longer pink. 

7. Rinse and halve cherry 
tomatoes and add to rice. 
Wash wax from lemons. 
Finely grate rind of one 
lemon over rice and mix 
thoroughly. Cut other 
lemon into wedges and set 
aside. 

8. Spoon rice onto warmed 
plates, place skewers on 
top and pour over any pan 
juices. Serve garnished 
with lemon wedges.
